NOTIFICATION 

New Delhi, the 2 8th December 1900 

G.S.R. 1567 . —In exercise of the powers conferred by sub-section (1) of sec¬ 
tion 3 of the Destructive Insects and Pests Act, 1914 (2 of 1914), the Central 
Government hereby makes the following further amendments in the notification 
of the Government of India In the late Department of Education, Health and 
Lands, No. 1581-Agri, dated the 1st October, 1931, namely:— 

In the said notification— 


(1) for the words “Bombay, Madras or Cochin”, wherever they occur, the words 
“Bombay, Madras, Cochin or Calcutta”, shall be substituted; 

(2) in paragraph 2(1)(i),— 

(a) in clause (a), for the words and brackets “to the Traffic Manager of 

the Madras Port Trust and to the Entomologist, the Harbour, Madras, 
or to the Traffic Manager, Cochin Port, and the Quarantine Inspector 
(Fumigation), Cochin Port”, the words "to the Traffic Manager of 
the Madras Port Trust and to the Entomologist, the Harbour, Madras, 
or to the Traffic Manager, Cochin Port, and the Entomologist, Cochin 
Port, or the Commissioners of the Port of Calcutta and the Entomo- 
logist-in-Charge, Calcutta Port, as the case may be” shall be substi¬ 
tuted; 

(b) in clause (b), for the words "the Government of Bombay, the Govern¬ 

ment of Madras or the Government of Travancore-Cochin”, the words 
“the Government of Bombay, the Government of Madras, the Govern¬ 
ment of Kerala or the Government of West Bengal” -shall be 
substituted; 


(c) in clause (c),

for the words “the Collector of Customs, Bombay, or the Docks Mana¬ 
ger Madras Port Trust, or the Traffic Manager, Cochin Port , the 
words “the Collector of Customs, Bombay or the Docks Manager, 
Madras Port Trust, or the Traffic Manager, Cochin Port or the 
Commissioners for the Port of Calcutta” shall be substituted, 


in the first proviso, for the words "the Plant Quarantine and Fumiga¬ 
tion Stations at Bombay, Madras or Fumigation Station Cochin , 
the words “the Plant Quarantine and Fumigation Stations at Bom- 
bay, Madras, Cochin or Calcutta’ 5 shall be substituted; 
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(ill) in the second proviso, tor the words “the Collector of Customs, Bom¬ 
bay or the Deputy Collector of Customs, Bombay, or the Docks 
Manager of the Madras Port Trust, or the Traffic Manager, Cochin 
Port", the words "the Collector of Customs, Bombay, or the Deputy 
Collector of Customs, Bombay, or the Docks Manager of the Madras 
Port Trust, or the Traffic Manager, Cochin Port, or the Commis¬ 
sioners of the Port of Calcutta" shall be substituted; 

(3) for paragraph 3, the following paragraph shall be substituted, namely:— 

“3. The rate referred to in clause (c) of sub-paragraph (I) (1) of paragraph 2, 
shall be Rs. 7 44 per square bale and Rs. 5 per round bale in the 
Bombay, Madras, Cochin or Calcutta Docks: 

Provided as follows:— 

(i) an additional charge of Rs. 3 61 per bale shall be recovered on account 

of landing, river dues and discharge at Calcutta; 

(ii) in cases in which the importer has failed to furnish information in 

accordance with clause La) of sub-paragraph (I)(l) of paragraph 2 
each of the rates hereinbefore prescribed shall be Increased by Rs. 2 
per bale; 

(ili) the minimum fee for the fumigation of any cotton Imported at any 
one time on a single ship shall be rupees two hundred and ten, and 
when such minimum fee is leviable it shall, if there is more than 
one consignee, be distributed among- the consignees in proportion 
to the amount of their respective consignments".
